CALL ON SHERIFF fOR HELP 



-Gangs Parade Street at Nlsht While 

others Gather In Auditorium (o Lay 

Plans for Overcoming Enemy 



A week of trouble between the em- 
ployes of Cook Electrical company and 
the followers of Wilbur Glenn Voliva 
, in ZIon Cit" culminated Monday night 
in a riot, In which a score of the reli- 
gious zealots were wounded and two ar- 
rested. Fearing that Marshal John 
Hoover and his forty deputies would be 
^unable to prevent further bloodshed, 
Acting Mayor Miller last night appeal* 
€d to Sheriff Elmer Green of SVatikcgan 
for assistance. Green, accompanied by 
four deputies hurried to the scene and 
took chftrge of the situation. 

Meanwhile, -Vollya, successor to John 
Alexander Dowie, ordered the big alarm 
bell rung for an hour and 1,000 of his 
followers gathered in the auditorium 
Monday night to discuss plans for rid- 
ding.Zion forever of the "tobacco 
smoking curs." The Cook employes 
paraded the streets Monday night in 
gangs and Marshal Hoover sat in the 
police station oiling repeating rifles. 

Two of the Zionists— one of them. 
Elder Royal, VoHva's lieutenant— wer^ 
: ' rendered unconscious, and one was so 
badly hurt that he may die. 

The trouble started at 5 o'clock when 
the employes exasperated by the singing 
and praying of the Dowicltes outside, 
rushed out of the plant armed with 
their tools and charged the meeting 
across the street The wires of the 
fence erected by Voliva were snapped 
and the platform on which the elders 
stood was^ovei turned and wrecked. 
The Zionists stood their ground and 



an application for a patent. One of 
these buildings is the Methodist church 
in Zion City, 

The device which Mr. Aiken patent- 
ed makes the erecting of concrete build- 
ings much easier. His Idea is to have 
each of tho four walls of a building 
constructed flat upon the ground and 
then to raise them into a vertical posi- 
tion upon the foundations. When the 
Methodist church in ZIon City was erect- 
ed in this manner it called forth con- 
siderable comment as the idea was com- 
pletely new. It is claimed that the 
device can be erected much quicker 
and better in this manner than by tho 
old fashioned way of putting up concrete 
buildings. ' 

The device is arranged in such a 
way that the concrete wall may bo 
raised into place very easily after it 
has been formed. After the four walls 
have been put in position they are 
cemented together, formerly and roof 
put on in the usual manner.^ In addi- 
tion to the church in Zion City it is said 
that several of these concrete buildings 
have been built m various cities along

Marshal Hoover and his deputies waded 
into the crowd clubbing right and left 
with their ^'billies." 

Elder Royal was just leading his fol- 
lowers In singing "Conquering Now 
and Still to Conquer." The workers 
charged the platform and struck him a 
blow over the head, rendering him un- 
conscious. The women screamed and 
fought back. Elder Robinson was jerk- 
ed from the platform and trampled un 
der foot. 

John Bryson 70 years old, a VoUvaite, 
was , knocked unconscious by a blow 
from a club. Joseph Bishop, another 
Zionist, sustained a fractured skull and 
his condition Monday night was said to 
be serious. . 

Isaac Mill and John Thorpe two of 
the Zion "crusaders" resisted the ef- 
forts of the deputies to disperse. the 
gathering and were placed under ar- 
rest. 

By this'time the "crusaders"- retreat- 
ed still clutching their bibles and utter- 
ing threats against the "tobacco smok- 
ing employes. Voliva then ordered the 
big bell to be rung summoning.hia fol- 
lowers 'to tho auditorium. The workers 
most of whom -have moved to Zion City 
tempororily gathered in gangs and 
were prepared for a second encounter. 
With the arrival of Sheriff Green no 
further trouble occui-red but anotli^r 
clash in the "tobacco war" is expecl^d. 
Voliva at the meeting urged his fol- 
lowers to "clean out the town" and in- 
atructed his leaders to protect the wo- 
men and children at all hazards. . A 
score of "crusaders" were nursing 
broken heads. 

The fight came as a climax to a week 
of trouble between the Zionists and the 
employes of the Cook company, who 
perafsted in smoking In, the city con- 
trary to the. laws of the Church of Zion. 
Tho Independent party headed by Al- 
derman Miller and Mamhall Hoover, 
sided with the employes. Several flghta 
occurred and Voliva erected the plat- 
form across thq street from the Cook 
plont from which his loaders exhorted 
and. sang to the employes as they came 
and went to work. 

MorVapecial deputies wore sworn in 
by Sherlif Green and tho Independents 
will be reatiy for any retaliation on tho 
part of Voliva. '^

The question of bonding the village of 
Antloch in the sum of $5,000 for tho 
purpose of the erection of a new town 
hall was settled at the polls Tuesday. 
The total number of votes cast was 138, 
Of this number one was defective, 84 
were In favor of the proposition while 
53 were against it, thus the measure 
carried by 31 votes. 

The lot whereon the new hail is to 
be built was purchased by the village 
board from Dell Sabin last fall, 
and Is located on Main street the sec- 
ond lot south of the Kews ofHce. 

The plans and specifications are now 
on file with the village clerk and when 
completed the structure will be a'credit* 
able addition to our village and will 
give to all the advantage of having the 
fire apparatus centrally located and 
more convenient of access in case of 
fire than it has heretofore been. 

The building is to be of . concrete 
blocks and brick construction, 25x60 
two stories high, and a basement. The 
upper story will be done off for living 
rooms in which the village marshal Is 
supposed to be located. The first floor 
will provide convenient quarters for 
the village trustees to hold meetings 
and transact the business of the village 
and sufficient room for a convenient 
arrangement of the fire apparatus. 
The basement will be fitted up for the 
village jail. 

This week's issue of the News con- 
tains an advertisement for bids for the 
buildingof thehall anditia the inten- 
tion' of the board, as soon aa the con- 
tract is awarded, to have the work 
pushed to a hasty completion.

They assure us 
that they will be able to furnish the 
filling the coming week. This will not 
interfere with our assembling the ma- 
terial for the station. This material 
should begin to arrive during the com- 
ing week. It is notour intention to 
stall this matter off a minute. We' are 
more than anxious to get the building 
completed before the summer tourist 
travel begins. 

I wish to thank you for your co-oper- 
ation- in leveling out the highway ad- 
jacent to the building site. We hope 
to make a very attractive building and 
appropriate grounds. It is my inten- 
tion to move present milk platform to a 
point north of the station so that, there 
will be no occasion for teams to cross 
the track. Later on I hope to be'able 
to locate the stock yards on a spur 
off of the long passing track to the 
south.

Residents are Afraid to go to Bed at 
Night, fearing Incendiary 

Rather than place their loved ones 
at the mercy of the fire fiend who has 
terrorized the residents of the village 
for two weeks, Highwood men stay up 
nights and protect their property with 
fire arms. 

The residents of the prosperous little 
village to the south of Waukegan, liv- 
ing in constant fear of the alleged fire 
fiend, are afraid to retire at nigh^ with- 
out "outside" police protection. 

Three times, in two weeks, the Park 
hotel has been threatened with destruc- 
tion by fire, 

Sunday night last the volunteer fire 
department, of which Al Huestis is 
chief, was summoned to the Pork hotel 
twice to extinguish fire. The building 
it is feared, was "fired" the work of an 
incendiery. The loss by fire amounted 
to $500. The building is owned by 
Samuel Schwartz of Waukegan and is 
valued nt upwards of $10,000. It has 
been rented to a .number of laboring 
men*- 

A store building on Highwood avenue 
the property of Wm Welch, brother of 
Edward Welch of Waukegan was gut- 
ted by fire one night last week. The 
loss amounted to approximately $250. 

The Goldstein store building on High- 
wood avenue was threatened with de- 
struction by fire last Wednesday night 
The fire was put out after valiant work 
by tho department with a loss of over 
$200 to the owner. - 

A switchman's shanty, the property 
of the Chicago & Northwestern rail- 
road, was razed to the ground by fire. 
The only occupant of the shanty nar- 
rowly escaped being cremated alive. 
The roof of the shanty burned off ' be- 
fore he escaped from the frame struct- 
ure. 

Extra police protection has been giv- 
en the residents of the village. 

Fire Marshal Huestis has been un- 
successful in his attempts to learn the 
origin of any one fire. 

Although onlv a rumor, Monday night 
it was reported that elnpty oil cans had 
been found in a woods southeast of the 
village. Fire Marshal Huestis and his 
men are not leaving one stone unturned 
in theirsearch for the allegedfirefiend.'

After a daring escape from the 
county poor farm at Libertyville on 
Monday, Nick Carter, 40 years old, 
who about two months ago was arrest- 
ed near Lake Villa in Lake county for 
the theft of a horse, and whose sen- 
tence was made as light as possible be- 
cause of hi^ illness, was arrested at 
Racine Tuesday for the alleged theft of 
four horses at Gurnee some time Mon- 
day night Sheriff Green has gone to 
Racine and will bring Carter back with 
him. The theft was not discovered 
until about five o'clock Tuesday morn- 
ing. It took but a short time to arouse 
the whole community and get several 
armed men out in autos searching for 
the theft 

Carter, who claims no relationship to 
the dime novel hero of the same named 
after his escape from the poor farm on' 
Monday, made his way across country 
to Gurnee. Early in the evening he 
stopped, at the L, W. Wakefield farm 
just west of Gurnee. He asked for 
work but because he did not appear 
strong enough to do farm work Mr. 
Wakefield did not hire him.. Carter 
then asked for the privilegcTbf spend- 
ing the night in the barn. This , was 
granted. When Mr. Wakefield, went 
to the barn early Tifesday morning he 
discovered that thrpe of his l.oraes had 
been stolen. A few moments later his 
neighbor, Thomas McCullough. called 
him up on the' telephone and reported 
that a horse had been stolen fr9m him« 

Sheriff Green of Waukegan was no- 
tified and he hurried to the scene with 
armed deputies. He also called up the 
police in* all cities within a radius of 
fifty miles and asked them to be on the 
lookout for the thief and the horses. 

Several of Mr. Wakefield's neighbors 
who owned automobiles volunteered to 
take part in the chase and an organized 
hunt soon was in progress, some of the 
machines going in each direction. 

Near the Spalding Corners, "just west 
of Waukegan, two of the^orses were 
found tied to a fence, the supposition 
being that they did not lead easily and 
the horse thief decided not to take any 
chances. A little later a man who had 
been driving toword Gurnee Monday 
night reported that he had passed two 
men and a team, leading two other 
horse. This makes it seem possible 
that Carter had an accomplice. 

As soon as the call for assistance waa 
received in Racine the police there got 
busy and soon had Carter in the toils. 
This information was telephoned to the 
authorities. This endedv. the chase and 
the different searching parties were re* 
called. The shortness of time required 
to capture the thief is regarded ds re* 
markable. 

Sheriff Green declared that in^is 
opinion that Carter is insane' and thinks 
that he should be committed to an asy- 
lum for the criminal insane. -He says 
that because of his mental condition ib 
would hardly be right to prosecute him 
and that he is too dangerous a man to 
have at large. When he was arrested 
before he was an object of pity because 
of his physical and mental condition. 
It was this that led to his being sent to 
the poor farm.

tnlnlon. Excolals. Slwash, Cristo. Al- 
bambra, and DooUttle. Tho thouaanda 
he poured out flowed back in tens of 
thousands. 

Dawson grow rapidly that winter of 
1896. Money poured In on Daylight 
from tho aale of town lota. Ho prompt- 
ly Invested It where It would gather 
more.

But he 
played with his eyes wide open. 

Corner lota In desirable locations 
Bold that winter for from ten to thirty 
thousand dollars. Daylight sent word 
out over the trails and passes for the 
newcomers to bring down log-rafts, 
and, as a result, the summer of 1S97 
iwiw his saw mills working day and 
night, on three shifts, and still ho had 
logs left over with which to build 
cabins. These cabins, land Included, 
■old at from one to several thousand 
dollars. Two-story log buildings. In 
tho business part of town, brought him 
from forty to fifty thousand dollars 
apiece. These fresh accretions of cap- 
ital were Immediately Invested In oth- 
er ventures. Ho turned gold over and 
over, until everj-thlng that ho touched 
seemed to turn to gold. 

With tho summer rush from the Out- 
side came special correspondents for 
tbo big newspapers and magazines, 
and one and all, using unlimited space, 
thoy wrote Daylight up; so that, so far 
03 the world was concerned. Daylight 
loomed the largest flgure In Alaska. Of 
course, after several months, tho 
world became Interested In the Span- 
ish War, and forgot all about him; but 
In tho Klondike itself Daylight still re- 
mained tho most prominent flguro.

shed, eighty miles away, he built his 
reservoir, and for eighty miles tho 
huge Wooden conduit carried tho wo- 
ter across country to Ophir. Esti- 
mated at throe millions, the reservoir 
and conduit cost nearer four. Nor 
did he atop with this. Electric power 
plants wore Installed, and his work- 
ings were lighted as well as run by 
electricity. Other sourdoughs, who 
had struck It rich in excess of Wl 
their dreams, shook their heads gloom- 
ily, warned him that he would go 
broke, and declined to Invest In so' ex- 
travagant a venture. But Daylight 
smiled, and sold out the ronmlndor of 
his town-site holdings. Ho sold at the 
right time, at the height of tho placer 
boom. When he prophesied to his old 
cronies, in tho Moosehorn Saloon, that 
within Ave years town lots In Dawson 
could not bo given away, while the 
cabins would be chopped up for flte- 
wood, he waa laughed at roundly, and 
assured that tho mother-lode would 
be found ere that time. But ho went 
ahead, whon his need for lumber was 
finished, soiling out his sawmills as 
well. Likewise, he began to get rid 
of his scattered holdings on the vari- 
ous creeks, and without thanks to any 
one he finished his conduit, built his 
dredges. Imported his machinery, and 
mado tho gold of Ophlr Immediately 
acoeaalble. And he, who five years 
before had crossed over the divide 
from Indian Hlvor and threaded tho 
silent wilderness, his dogs packing In- 
dian fashion, himself living Indian 
fashion on straight moose meat', now 
heard the hoarse whistles calling hla 
hundreds of laborers to work, and 
watched^ them toll under the white 
glare of the arc-lampa. 

But having done' the thing, he waa 
ready to depart And whon ho let the 
word go out. tho Ouggenhammors 
vied with the Engllah concerns and 
with a now French company in bid- 
ding for Ophlr and ail its plant The 
Quggenhammers bid highest, and the 
prlco they paid netted Daylight a clean 
million. It was current rumor that he 
was worth anywhere from twenty to 
thirty millions. But hn alone knew 
Just how he stood, and that with hla 
last claim sold and tho table swept 
clean of his winnings, he had ^l(^den 
his hunch to the tune of Just a trlfie 
over eleven millions. 

His departure waa a thing that 
passed Into the history of the Yukon 
along with bis other deeds. All the 
Yukon was his guest. Dawson the 
seat of the festivity. On that one 
lost night no man's dust save his own 
waa good. Drinks wore not to be pui^ 
chased. Every saloon ran open, with 
extra relays of exhausted bartenders, 
and the drinks were given away. A 
man who refused thia hospitality, and 
persisted In paying, found a dozen 
fights on hla hands. The verleat 
chechaquos rose up to defend the 
name of Daylight from such Insult 
And through It all, on moccaslned feet 
moved Daylight holl-roarlng Burning 
Daylight overspllling with good na- 
ture and camaraderie, howling his he- 
wolf howl and claiming tho night aa 
his, bending men's arms down on the 
bars, performing feats of strength, hla 
bronzed face flushed with drink, hla 
black eyea flaahing, clad In overalls 
and blanket coat, bis ear-flaps dang- 
ling and hla gauntloted mittens swing- 
ing from the cord across the should- 
ers. But this time It was neither an 
ante nor a stake that he threw away, 
but a mere marker In the game that 
ho who held so many markers would^ 
not mlaa.

Washington. — When a largo recep- 
tion Is given at ttie White House the 
guest sees occasionally aomo other 
guest in civil life wearing over the 
bosom of his dross shirt some modal- 
lion or cross or bauble of some kind 
BUBpended from his nock by a bright 
ribbon. There are a good many men 
In tho United States who have been 
"decorated" by foreign monarchs. If 
the jwrson choacn for tho honor la not 
working in any capacity for tho Unit- 
ed States government ho can take the 
docoraUvo present If he chooses to, 
but If ho Is one of Uncle Bam'a serv- 
ants he must get' permission of con- 
gress before he can accept from the 
hands of any foreign king or govern- 
ment a prcaent of any kind. 

There is In tho stnte department a 
case full of presents of various kinds 
intended for American citizens In tho 
government employ. Thoy are wait- 
ing thero until their hopeful recipients 
got permission from congress to wear 
them or carry them, whichever it may 
^bo, for sometimes the prcaent Is a 
medal which must.be worn, or a 
pocket knife or something clao which 
must bo carried. 

Recently congreas allowed several 
army and navy ofllocra and a few civil- 
ian employes of tho government to ac- 
cept gifts from foreign potentates. It 
wlll.be some time before congress will 
act again In this matter and meantime 
the presents will pile up, for some- 
times they aro sent direct to the-state 
department and If not, they are turned 
over to the department by tho men 
who hope some day to get permission 
to claim poaaesslon. 

Many Gifts Are Offered. 
Since tho United States became a 
world power every nation on the face 
of the globe has sought to give Its of- 
flclals presents of one kind or another. 
The emperor of Ethiopia waa one of 
the monarchs to come bearing gifts. 
It was his desire onco on a time to 
present a ribbon, a pin and a star, the 
symbol of an order which has existed 
since tho day of Solomon and Sheba, 
to R. P. Skinner, an American citizen, 
one time consul at Marseilles. 

King Edward VII, of England tried 
sncceasively to get permission from 
cbngreas to give a silver Ink aland to 
George H. Dridgeman, American con- 
sul at Kingston, Jamaica, and a all- 
ver writing set to Arthur M. Beaupro, 
who was then our minister to tho At- 
gentine Bepublic. Edward also at ono 
time had in stock a good many souvo* 
nir coronation medals, a sword or two 
and several silver watches which he 
wanted to hand over with an expres- 
sion of his kingly regard to army and 
navy bffloers and to lighthouse keep- 
ers who owed allegiance to the repub- 
lic Edward finally had bis way. 

It took tho ahah of Persia two years 
to get pcrmlesion to give a diamond 
snuff box to Richmond Pearson, who 
was our minister at ono tImo to Tehe- 
ran. It took the khedlve of Egypt two 
years also to aecuro permission to 
bestow on Ethelbcrt Watts the deco- 
raUon of tho Order of the Oamanlek. 
Tho government of France, although 
that country Is a republic, was obliged 
to get the permission of the American 
congrcas before It could give decora- 
tions of the Legion of Honor to Lieut 
Gen. Adna R. Chaffee and about thirty 
other American army officers, most of 
whom witnessed the French army 
maneuvers. 

When last there was an emperor of 
China he picked out 20 Americans 
whom he wished to honor with the 
decoration of the Doubl<^j Dragon. 
These Chinese baubles are now being 
worn by their recipients. 

Hard Lot of a Sailor. 

President Taft has assigned to him 
for occasional service at the White 
House aeveral young army and no- 
val omcors, whoao duty It Is to act as 
personal aids. It must not bo under- 
stood that these soldiers and sailors 
aro sent to Waahlngton for the ex- 
press purpose of attending on the 
president at offlclal and social func- 
tions. They are sent here to do 
the ordinary military and naval work 
In the departments, and to attend the 
president only aa "side Issues." Onco 
In a while some of theso younger offl- 
cers, In case the preaIdont*a regularly 
appointed "constant personal old", is 
absent, nccompdny him on his rides. 

Lieut Semmes. Read four years 
ago was sent to tho capital for navy 
duty and to act as one of the White 
House aids. He had been here about 
a year when he started on a horse- 
back ride with the president through 
Rock Creek park. Sailors are not the 
fine horsemen ordinarily that army of- 
ficers are, and Lieutenant Read was 
thrown when .bis horse shied at an 
autqmobllo. and his back was Injured, 

For tho lost three years young Read 
has been an Inmate either of the naval 
hospital hero or of the Johns Hopkins 
hcspltal In- Baltimore. Ho has boon 
confined to his bed all the time, and 
word haa Just como from the surgeons 
that this young sailor never will walk 
•gain, but will be confined to his bod 
for the rest of his life. Tho offlcer is 
bearing up manfully under the sen- 
tence of tho Burgeons. Ho Is sqid to

At tho end 
of tho three houra tho physicians carao 
out of the consultation room and na 
gently as thoy could told the mother 
her son novor would walk again. 
Louise Home Fifty Years Old. 
Tho Louise Home for Aged Women, 
a noted Washington Institution, l« 
now just n half century old. Tho 
building la one of tho landmarks of tho 
capital, standing at tho Intersection of 
Massachusetta avenue and Fifteenth 
Btreot, with Thomna circle one block 
away to tho eost and Scott circle one 
block away to Uie wcat Moasachu- 
setts avenuo la perhaps tho finest resi- 
dence thorougfnro In the city of Wash- 
ington. Tho aged women who occupy 
the Louise Homo are treated a> 
guests and not as "Inmntea.** Thoy 
have their calling daya, just as do oth- 
er Massnchusetts avenuo residents, 
and in every way are made to feel that 
each individual la "the mistress of thu 
manse." 

The I^ulso homo was founded by 
William W. Corcoran fifty years ago. 
Tho primary object of tho homo was 
to provide for aged gentlewomen who 
had lost their means of support by 
reason of the war between tho states. 
Tho south suffered particularly In this 
way, and virtually every Inmate of 
tho Loulso homo Is a southern woman. 
Not long ago a daughter of a president 
of tho United States died at tho 
homo. Hor father was John Tyler, 
Sho had boon a guest at tho homo for 
many years. Occasionally sho would 
leave It to attend some social affair 
at tho White House. In which she once 
lived. 

May Be EnlarQcd Soon. 
There Is now room In the Louise 
home for forty women, but It Is pos- 
sible that In a short tlmo tho building 
win be enlarged, although It has been 
proposed that another structure be 
erected In another part of tho city. 
It Is Infrequently that a vacancy oc- 
curs at tho home, except, of course, 
through the coming of death. No 
woman under fifty years of age Is ad- 
mitted and none who has advanced be- 
yond tho ago of seventy years. There 
Is a long list ot applications for en- 
trance to the homo. In fact th^ list 
Is longer now than It has been at any 
tlmo since tho home waa founded. Mr, 
Corcoran endowed It adcquatefy. It Is 
considered an Ideal form of social 
service and the lines of management 
laid down by Mr. Corcoran have been 
carried out falthfuHy. 

General Grecly Is Popular. 
MaJ. Gen. Adolphus W. Oroely, who 
for some years was tho chief of the 
signal corps of the United States array, 
lives In the city of Washington with 
his fomily. When General Grecly was 
mado a major general ho relieved a 
Kansas soldier, Frederick F*unston, as 
commanding general of tho Pacific di- 
vision of tho United States army. It 
was then that General Qreely entered 
upon the active command of troops of 
the lino for the first tlmo In twenty 
years, for tho highest rank of line 
command which ho ever before held 
was that of a captain of cavalry. 

At tho West Point dinner the other 
night General Greely. who waa a 
graduate, waa ono of tho guests of 
honor. There was a little feeling ex- 
isting In the army when Greely was 
given a high rank, which some of the 
officers felt ought to have been given 
to another who had been with troopa 
acUvely In the field for the m'ajor part 
of his service, but this foenng long 
ago subsided and the general is an ex. 
ceedlngly popular offlcer with all 
branches of the ssrvlco. 

It Is known that General Greely's 
transfer and promotion woro given ' 
him as a reward for the hardships 
which he underwent in the eariy 
•80s while conducting a polar expedi- 
tion. General Greely was In Washing- 
ton during most of his service aa a 
signal officer, and for much of the 
tlmo hla near neighbor was Rear Ad- 
miral Winfleld Scott Schley, who went 
north and rescued Greely and his 
party when they woro on tho point of 
perishing. 

Trying Position for a Soldier. 
General Greely waa once placed In 
one of the moat trying positions which 
over fell to the lot of a soldier, and 
there are few men who- would have 
cared to undertake the responBibllity, 
which at that time Greely. as a cap^ 
tain, shouldered. With his men ho - 
was at the point of dying from starva- 
tion In tho arctic regions. There was 
left barely enough food to stave off 
death for a. week. Tho. rations per 

man were cut down to IltUo more than 
a mouthful given out onco every twen- 
ty-four hours. 

A soldier of the command was 
caught stealing food. In tho hope of 
saving his own life, ho was willing 
that his comrades should perish. Tho 
situation was one requiring the stern- 
est mooaures. Greely knew from bis 
own experience the awful temptation 
under which tho starving soldiers had 
fallen, for the meager ration of tho 
men was the meager ration of tho 
commanding officer. 

Greely walked apart from his men ■ 
into tho, Bolitudes. Ho came back and 
ordered a court-martial. In which the 
enlisted .men participated with tho 
commanding offlcer. Unanimously a 
verdict of death was voted for tho 
man who was willing to savo himsolC 
at the coat of the sacrifice of others 

Four men wore detailed for the exo- 
cutionof the culprit Four guns were 
loaded, two with blank cartridges and 
two with ball cartridges. The con- 
victed ono was killed, but unleaa the 
heavier recoil of the two rifles told tbo 
story, the oxooutlonera do not know to 
this day which ot them it was who 
fired the Bhota that brought death to 
one who had been their comrade.

Now Yorlc, April 27.— Tho boaioa of 
Col. John Jacob Aator, Isldor Straus, 
the merchant of thU city, arid C. M. 
Hnye, prcBldont of tho Grand Trunk 
railway, who lost their Uvea In tho 
Titanic dlaoBter, have been recovered 
and are on board tbo cablo ship Mac- 
kay-Donnett. News of tho recovery 
of the bodies was contained In a dis- 
patch to tho "WTilte Star lino com- 
pany. 

Tho wlroleas message, which came 
to the company from the cable ahlp 
Mackay-Dennctt, gives tho additional 
Identincatlona of forty-nine of tho re-' 
covered dead on tho cable ship. The 
bodies of Colonel Astor nnd Mr. 
Straus have been embalmed. 

Nlnoty-Ona Names So Far. 
Of tho 205 dead on tho Mnckay-Ben- 
nett tho names of ninety-one havo 
been sent ashoro by wireless. 

Tho dispatch, which camo through 
the steamer Caledonia and tbo Capo 
Race station, rends:

Astor's Yacht to Take Body. 
William Dobbyna. secretary to Col- 
onel Aator, said that ho had been In- 
formed by tho White Star lino of the 
recovery of Colonel Astor's body. Mr. 
Dobbyna said that Captain Roberta, 
commander of Colonel Astor's steam 
yacht Noma, was In Halifax and would 
look out for the body of Colonel As- 
tor. 

Denies Refusing Aid. 
Washington. April 27.— Ablaze with 
light from Its aalooris and cabins, the 
Titanic dashed full speed ahead to Us 
destmctlon, according to Ernest Gill, 
a donkey englneman on the steamablp 
Callfomlan, who testified before tho 
eenato committee Investigating tho 
dleaster. He sold Capt. Stanley Lord 
of the Callfomlan refused later to go 
to the aid of the Titanic, tho rockota 
from whicb could be plainly seen. 

This Captain Lord denied, but both 
ho and his wlreleas operatpr acknowl- 
edged having seen rockets. Their ship 
they said, waa fast In the ice.. 
Dlttreao Rockets Seen. 
Gill submitted an affidavit to tho 
committee, nnd -when aworn and put 
on tho stand stuck to hla charges 
against the captain of the Callfornlan. 
Ho snld lie was standing on the deck 
late Sunday night when ho sighted a 
gwint ahlp awceping along . at top 
speed about ten miles oft. Ho did not 
know It was tho Titanic, but ho made 
out readily that It waa not a freighter 
or a small vessel, because of the man- 
ner In which it was lUumlnated. 

Some time later he saw distress 
rockets on the horizon. Ho aaya tbo 
captain waa apprised of these slgnal^i, 
but made no effort to get up steam 



and go to tho rescue. The Callfornlan 
waa drifting with tho noo. So Indig- 
nant did ho become, said Gill, that he 
endeavored to recruit a committee of 
protest from among the crew, but tho 
men failed him. 

Denied by Captain. 
Captain Lord entered a sweeping de- 
nial of Gill's accusations and read 
from tho Callfomlan's log to support 
his contention. Cyril Kvana, tho Call- 
fomlan'a wireless operator, however, 
told of bearing much talk among tho 
crow who were critical of tho captain's 
course. Gill, ho said, told him he ex- 
pected to get $500 for his story when 
the ship reached Boston. 

Evans told of having warned tho Ti- 
tanic only a brief time before the. great 
vessel crashed into tho befg, that tho 
sea was crowded with loo. Tho Tl- 
tanlc'a operatora, ho said, at the time 
were working with tho wireless ata- 
tlon nt Capo Race, nnd they told him 
to "shut up" and "keep but" 

Within n halt-hour the prldo of the 
sea was crumpled and sinking. 
Warned of Dangep. 
Tho declaration that ho was warned 
15 minutes after tho crash that ho did 
not havo half an hour to live, nnd to 
keep tho information quiet and that 
thla warning came Indirectly from 
Manager Andrews of tho firm of Har- 
land & Wolff, bulldera of the Titanic, 
who went down with tho ahlp, waa 
bade by Samuel Hemming, a seaman. 
Other wItnoBBca from among tho 
crow declared they did not get such a 
warning and that many of them wero 
"skylarking and Joking" after the acci- 
dent. 

George Rowo, a quartermaster. In 
charge of the lifeboat in which J. 
Bruoo Ismay left tht* Titanic, said Mr. 
Ismay did not get into the boat until 
women and children had failed to re- 
spond to a call. 

lamay, he declared, was not ordered 
Into the boat, but stepped in Just be- 
fore It was lowered. Ismay lasued no 
orders In tho lifeboat. leaving Rowo In 
absolute charge. 

Charges for Wireless Storlei. 
Gugllolmo Marconi, chairman of 
tho Marconi company. Limited, told 
tho aenate committee th^t he author- 
ized the wireless operatora of tho Car- 
pathia and Titanic to soil tho stories 
of the great catastrophe for publica- 
tion, but had not attempted in any 
way to suppress general information 
of the wreck. 

He denied any knowledge of wire- 
leas measagea to tho Carpathia oper- 
atora tolling them to "Keep your 
mouthy shut" and "Hold out tor four 
flgures." 

These messages, one of them signed 
"Marconi," woro picked up by tho 
Unitpd States baltleahlp Florida tho 
night the Carpathia was coming In and ' 
forwarded to the secretary of the 
navy. Mr. Marconi declared ho never 
authorised these messages, but did 
eIvo consent that the operatora could ^ 
receive money. 

Vain AttemptQ to Get News. 
Mr. Marconi told of repeated at- 
tompta ho had made during tho trag- 
edy to get Information. Senator Smith 
aaid to Mr. Marconi: 

"I would like to have your best 
judgment as to whether the custom es- 
tablished by Operator BInns In the Re- 
public disaster, selling hla nowe, and 
the privilege you gave to Cottam In 
the Titanic disaster had anything to 
do with your failure to get thla Infor- 
mation and tho public deprived of tho 
detalla of tho horror?" 

Mr. Marconi aald ho did not think so 
and repeatedly Insisted he had not at- 
tempted to BupproBB any details of tho 
horror. 

Concerning the message aont from 
New York to tho wireless operators on 
tho Carpathia by Chief Engineer Sam- 
mis of the Marconi company asking 
them to hold but their news for "four 
flgures" Mr. Marconi aald: 

"Yes, that message waa acnt by 
Sammis, but I know nothing about It 
until afterward. . Tho message was not 
sent until .the Carpathia had paased 
Bandy Hook and waa nearlug port."

Inaudible purring sound from the 
throau Want— as a calf calling Us 
mother— Is chiefly expressed by the 
throat A peculiar sound is made uso 
of by elephants to express dislike or 
apprehension, and at the same time 
to Intimidate, as when the cause of 
some alarm has not been clearly as- 
certained and the animals wish to 
deter an Intruder. It U produced by 
rapping the end of the c/unk imartly 
on the ground, a current of air hither- 
to retained being sharply emitted 
through the trunk as from a 
Talve, at the moment of impact. The 
aound made resembles that of a large 
skeet of tin rapidly doubled.

TRAMPLE MEN AND WOMEN 



Score of Deputy Sheriffs Patrol City 

After the "Faithful" Are Put to 

Rout— Two Men Are Bru- 

tally Beaten. 



Chicago, May 1.— Two bundrcd ot 
"Wilbur Glenn Vollva'a cnisudcrs at 
Zlon City, sluglng liymns of praise, 
wjore attacked by n "blackjack" batiil 
of citizens, led by the town marshal, 
Monday c%'onlnff. IJotU men and wo- 
men were bcaten^nnd trampled on the 
Kround In the rioting. 

The attack was the outgrowth of the 
bitter feeling of citizens Btylcd "Inde- 
pendents" against the churchmen's 
crusade on the "tobacco using em- 
ployes" of ZIou City's now Industries. 
The crusaders had massed near the 
Cook electric plant to pray for the 
workers as they loW the shops. 

Following the riot, In which several 
of the churchmen were yerlously In- 
jured, VoUva caused the huge bcU or 
Ziou hall to bo rung continuously tor 
an hour. That summoned I.UUO of the 
"faithful" together. 

In the meantime angered "independ- 
ents" stormed In mobs up and down 
the streets, driving Vollva followers 
Indoors. Mayor W. F. Miller caused 
Sheriff Elmer Green to rush from 
AVaukegan to the rlot-rldden town with 
armed deputies. Throughout the eve- 
ning there were throats of further 
trouble on every side. The deputy 
sheriffs pntroled tho streets with a 
free display of weapons. 

Joseph Ulshop, a youthful follower 
of Vollva, was the most seriously In- 
jured. In attempting to defend women 
about him In tho mad rush at tho 
prayer service, he was beaten to tho 
ground by "blackjacks" and "billies'* 
la a dozen hands. It Is thought his 
skull is fractured. 

It was Just five o'clock, the time for 
quitting work, when the church work- 
ers took tbelr stations opposite the 
electric plant. The meeting wius ono 
of the two to decry the "tobacco curse" 
which have been held dally; and \fhlch 
have caused tho bitter feeling. 

Marshal John Hoover, with ^0 depu- 
ties, had already sliatloned hlmsQlf at 
the factory. *Ho had served tho Vollva 
followers with notice that their meet- 
ings incited riots and that ho would 
stop them. 

Elder F. M. Royal was there as lead- 
er of the prayer service. With three 
other elders he was on a platform 
built on fenced-in church property 
acnoss tho street from the factory. The 
200 folIowcrs7& large majority of them 
women, were gathered about tho plat- 
form. 

"Come on, lot's clean them out," 
yelled some one In tho crowd, now 
augmented by tho factory employes. 
Down came the fence as the club 
■wielding mob charged. The strains of 
the song were drowned by tho shrieks 
of women, tho curses of the charging 
force and tho groans of beaten men. 
Some of the crusaders, clasping Bibles 
In uplifted hands, submitted without a 
move to the blows from clubs. Others 
Ignored tho command of the leader 
from the platform and fought, feeble 
as their efforts were, against tho 
armed men. 

In a few minutes the assailants had 
reached the platform and tho elders 
were pulled bodily to the ground. They 
■were beaten mercilessly. 

As tho Vollva folhjwera retreated 
they bore unconscious men and faint- 
ing women from the scene. In the 
meantime tho marshal and his depu- 
ties placed two of the crusaders, I. E. 
Mills and John Thorpe, under arrest 

The Bight of young Bishop and John 
Bryson, a man of seventy years, bleed, 
ling and senseless on the ground, led to 
a truce. The Injured were carried oil 
the fleld and the crusaders, followed 
by a Jeering mob, marched off to re- 
port to Vollva.

DR. PEARSONS IS DEAD 



PHILi^NTHROPIST GAVE. $6,000,000 
TO SMALL colleges! 



Called Schools He Helped "My Chil- 
dren" — Amassed Fortuno 
In Timber. 

Chicago, April 29.— Dr. Daniel K. 
Pearsons, aged philanthropist, died 
Saturday morning. 

Tho end came after days of uncer- 
tainty on tho part of tho attending 
physician and after Dr. Pearsons had 
rallied so much that hts friends hoped 
ho would recover and live to bo ono 
hundred years old, as ho had predicted 
at tho celebration oX his last birthday. 

Dr. Pearsons contracted tho cold 
which developed into pneumonia while 
celebrating his ninety-second birthday 
April 14. Ho told friends then that h« 




was so busy -with his "children," as 
he called tho colleges he endowed, that 
he "did not have time to die." 

The funeral arrangements will In- 
clude sen*icos at tho Hinsdale Congre- 
gational church, wl5ere Dr. Pearsons 
had worshiped for many years. 

Dr. Daniel Kimball Pearsons, who 
camo to Chicago in 1800, distributed 
his fortuno of 56,000.000, including 
even hie home, to forty-seven colleges 
and religious InsUtutlons in twenty- 
four states. 

The distribution of his gifts was 
crowned In August last year with the 
donation of his home, library and art 
gallery to the town of Hinsdale. 



GRANT BURIED WITH HONORS 



Interment at West Point After Serv- 
ices at Governor's Island — Cere- 
mony Was Very Simple. 

West Point, N. Y., April 27.— With 
full military honors and tho salute of 
13 guns, tho remains of Gea. Frederick 
Dent Grant wero lowered Into tho 
tomb hero Friday. Tho simple serv- 
ices nt tho cemetery were preceded 
by more elaborate services In the 
chapel at Governor's Island, after 
which tho casket, on an artillery .cais- 
son, was taken to South Ferry and 
thence to the Forty-second street fer- 
ry. The escort, under command of 
Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, Included ono 
regiment of infantry, two troops of 
cavalry and ono battalion of artillery 
of tho Regular army, troops from tho 
New York National Guard, tho Vet- 
eran Artillery corps and U, S. Grant 
post, G. A. li. 

Ferry boats draped In black trans- 
ported tho body and Its escort across 
tho Hudson river to Weehawken, 
whore a special train was waiting to 
take tho members of tbo Grant fam- 
ily and prominent army qnd govern- 
ment omclals to West Point.

Pittsburg, Pa.. April 29.— When the 
Cameglo hero fund commission an- 
nounced Its awards hero Friday fifty- 
five acts of heroism received substan- 
tial recognition in the form of money, 
medals, pensions, etc. Of tho flfty- 
flvo heroes fourteen lost their Uvea 
in attempting to rescue others from 
danger. 

Four awards of silver medals were 
made In connection with an explosion 
of gas in a coal mine at Panama, III., 
November 11. 1910. Emll F, Gra- 
bruck, John J. Wllher, James W. Dlay- 
lock and Arthur B. McReaken left a 
safe entry after tho explosion and 
went to the aid of minors.

TO DEATH AFTER THEIR 

LAIR IS BLOWN UP. 



BATTLE LASTS FIVE HOURS 



Ten Thousand Persons Watch Thrill- 
Ino Conltlct Between Leaders of 
the Automobile Robbers and the 
Police and Soldiers. 



Paris, April 29.— Bonnot, tho "de- 
mon chauffeur" of tho gang of outo- 
mobllo bandits who have been lorror- 
Iztng Paris and tho surrounding district 
for months, and Dubois, a notorious 
anarchist confederate, wero shot to 
death Simday In a most thrilling 
encounter. A garage at ChoIsy-lo-Rol, 
six miles south of Paris, In which tho 
bandits had taken refuge, was blown 
up with dynamite after these two men 
had fought for Ave hours a largo part 
of tho pollco force of Paris, a con- 
tingent of gendarmes, two companies 
of republican guards, a company of 
engineers and artillery under cover of 
which tho police made their attack. 

Tho battle, which was tho most sen- 
sational over fouRht In Paris between 
pollco and hunted criminals, was wit- 
nessed by a crowd of more than 10,000 
persons. Tho entlro city has been 
thrown Into ,an uproar of excitement 
by tho conlllct 

Dubois was Instantly killed by the 
advancing police after ho had raised 
himself from the automobile tonneau 
In which he was hiding, and fired his 
last four shots, and Bonnot was mor- 
tally wounded as he raised himself to 
Are from between two mattresses In 
which ho had sought safety from tho 
dynamite blasts. 

Two of tho detectives participating 
in the flght wero seriously wounded. 

Bonnot within the past few months 
had become ono ot the most daring 
murderers In the criminal history ot 
Franco, A score of fobbdrles, In tho 
execution of which several persons 
wore killed, were planned by Bonnot 
Tho bandits always escaped In a taxi- 
cab, and It vfaa Bonnot who piloted 
tho machine from tbo clutches of the 
law.
